ers was unable to secure any conces- 
sions except on the understanding that 
the German financiers should force the 
government to settle the Moroccan 
troubles and thus reassure’ business 
everywhere.

Most of them are 
held in France where they were placed 
by German banks. Because of this fact 
it is now believed here that Germany 
will be willing to accept a compromise 
proposition soon.

FOR FORESTRY WORK 
AFTER CIVIL TESTS 


Within the next year the United 
States civil service commission will ap- 
point to the forest service at least 400 
assistant forest rangers at an entrance 
salary of $1100 per vear. 

To secure eligibles tor these positions 
the local United States civil service hu- 
reau has received instructions from 
Washington to secure as many appli- 
cants as possible to compete at examina- 
tions to be held in 19 southern and west- 
ern states on Oct. 23 and 24. 

Assistant Secretary Reynolds of the 
New England civil service district in 
discussing this examination today stated 
that it was an exceptionally good oppor- 
tunity for college men who have been 
studying forestry. The position at the 
start pays $1100 and the promotions and 
increases are rapid after once being ap- 
pointed. 

Applicants for these positions will have 
to go to the places where they wish to 
be located, to take the tests. Those 
desiring to compete in this examination 
should apply at once either to the 
United States civil service commission 
at Washington, or to the forest super- 
visor at any of the places mentioned 
above, for form 1800 and a copy of the 
“Information Regarding Employment in 
the National Forests.”

George W. Brown, James J. Storrow, 
William Barbour and Elmer P. Howe, 
all prominent in the management of the 
so-called “shoe-machinery trust” center- 
ing in Boston.

THE BENGH ON UcT. | 


CHICAGO—Peter S. Grosscup, presid- 
ing judge of the United States circuit 
court of appeals of the seventh circuit, 
announeed todav that he would resign 
about Oct. 1, and resume the practise of 
law in Chicago. The announcement 
caused surprise legal and judicial 
circles. 

Judge Grosscup said his resignation 
was based on the ground that after the 
first of the year the new law governing 
court procedure would be in effect and 
his work would be entirely changed, to an 
extent that he would take up a line of 
work that would necessarily be involved 
and keep him on the bench for years un- 
less he could.see his way clear to turn 
over the completed work to his successor. 

Judge Grosscup has large corporation 
connections, especially in interurban and 
street railway properties. Since he has 
been on the bench he has been the object 
of criticism, especially from the socialist 
and Jabor press.

Among Judge Grosscup’s notable judi- 
cial acts are his opinion upon the apphi- 
cation to close the World’s Columbian 
exhibition on Sundays in 1893, and the 
injunction issued by him and Judge 
Wood against Eugene Debs and _ other 
officers of the American Railway Union 
and the subsequent proceedings, which 
included the imprisonment of Debs. 

Probably the most notable, however, 
in which he acted was the setting aside 
of the $29,000,000 fine imposed by Judge 
Landis on the Standard Oil Company, 
which decision was prepared and read 
by Judge Grosscup. 


Peter Stenger Grosscup, who came 
from Ashland, O., obtained the degree 
of LL.B. from Boston law school in 
1874, and returned to Ashland where he 
practised his profession, serving as city 
solicitor for six years. 

He then went to Chicago, and served 
as United States district judge from 
1892 to 1899; judge of the United States

Then is told the 
story of the oppressive uniform lease 
provisions,- requiring shoe manufacturers 
to patronize the United exclusively, 
upon penalty of having all their leases 
canceled and all the United machinery 
removed from their factories. It is fur- 
ther charged that this process drove 
other shoe machinery manufacturers 
out of business and effectually put all 
shoe manufacturers at the mercy of the 
United company. 

One indictment, making no mention of 
patents, charges that this whole trans- 
action Was a monopolizing of the trade 
in shoe machinery and a conspiracy te 
monopolize the same. The other indict- 
ment charges, in one count, that this 
earrying on of the business under the 
merger was engaging in a combination 
in restraint of the trade of the merged 
companies, insofar as their patent mo- 
nopolies were extended under the 
merger; and, in another count, that it 
was a conspiracy in restraint of the

trade of the shoe manufacturers, and. 
in still another count, that the whole 
transaction was a monopolization of in- 
terstate trade and commerce in shoe ma- 
chinery, in that the monopolies permitted 
to the three old companies under their 
patents were extended far beyond their 
lawful bounds. Appropriate allegations 
are made to show the pernicious effect of 
all this upon the public. 


Mr. Storrow Resigned 


one of the defend- 
ants, resigned in December, 1909, as 
director of the company. In fact, his 
resignation took place shortly before 
the municipal election of that vear. He 
also resigned from other companies. He 
still however, a heavy stockholder, 
and thea indictment charges that he still 
s “prominent in the management of the 
affairs of the company.” 

The collection of the evidence which 
resulted in the indictments being issued 
was conducted by James L. Bruff and 
George E, Kelleher, both of Washington, 
special agents for the government de- 
partment of justice. They had been 
working since March 1. There are about 
79 Witnesses. 

One of the indictments sets out the 
deal by which the shoe company obtained 
possession of the Thomas G. Plant inter- 
ests. It appears in the indictment that 
prior to Sept. 3, 1910, Thomas G. Plant 
had obtained patents on various inven- 
tions relating to shoe machinery, and 
had installed a complete set of machines 
in his factory in Jamaica Plain, Rox- 
bury. He had also dismantled and re- 
moved the machinery of the United Shoe 
company. It also appears that the de- 
fendants paid $6,000,000 to Mr. Plant 
for his interests in his machines. The 
defendants also obtained a_ covenant 
from Mr. Plant on Sept. 30, under which 
for the next 15 years he is to transfer 
to the company any interest or right 
of any description in any patent relating 
to shoe machinery or the manufacture 
of footwear. 

The maximum penalty for each offense 
is $5000 or one year’s imprisonment, or 
both. One indictment contains two 
counts and the other three counts. With-

Widespread Discontent 
Shown by Revolutionary 
Aspect of French Riots 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS-—-The dear food agitation which 
has been daily growing during the lasi 
few weeks in France has at last reached 
such proportions that it includes an ae- 
tivity extending from Finistere all 
through the west coast and the whole of 
northern France; it has in fact become 
a veritable revolution. 

The question has been fully considered 
by the president of the council and it is 
reported that he has issued to the vari- 
ous prefects of the affected areas posi- 
tive instruetions which inelude the tak- 
ing of severe measures for putting a stop 
to what the government now regards as 
an organized political movement carried 
out under the guise of a protest against 
unfavorable economic conditions, 

The protest against the rise in the 
price of provisions which began as a sort 
of domestic agitation is now an organ- 
ized affair directed from the headquar- 
ters of the labor party in) Paris and 
carried out by their local committees 
throughout the districts above mentioned. 

The prefect of the Finistere, as well 
as some of the others, has wired for rein- 
foreements of gendarmerie to cope with 
the rising disorder which is taking thé 
form of attacks by the men and women 
of the pensant and working classes 
against those of their own class who 
Will not join them, and more especially 
against ‘the families of the bourgeois 
Class Whom they are compelling by force 
to join in their manifestations, 

If these occurrences were isolated ones 
or purely local they would ‘not need to 
be regarded very seriously, but when 
they reach such proportions as in the 
present case, where hundreds of thou- 
sands of people are daily joining in out- 
bursts, one naturally supposes there is 
some hidden reason or inthuence at the 
back. 

A noticeable feature in the present 
movement has been observed by the au- 
thorities, viz; That strangers have 
seemed to take an active part in or- 
ganizing attacks on the police and local 
authorities. This practise has been in 
fact almost universal, and mysterious 
motor cars have been seen on the country 
roads conveying, it is alleged, revolvers 
and other arms for distribution among 
the agitators. 

It has been discovered that an = un- 
usual amount of money has been spent 
in this organization, and the question is 
pertinently asked, where it all comes 
from, and what is the real source of 
the movement ?

LEVY ELECTION 
LAW IN NEW YORK 
FOUND ILLEGAL 


NEW YORK—The Levy election law 
was held Monday by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Gavegan to be unconstitutional. The 
chief grounds on which he based his rul- 
ing were that it would under certain cir- 
cumstances create political chaos; that 
it violated the provision the state 
constitution declaring that “no member 
of this state shall be deprived of any 
of the rights or privileges secured to any 
citizen thereof.” and that it) exeludes 
illiterate voters from voting a straight 
ticket Where the names of their party 
candidates are contained in ditferent col- 
umns, 3 

The decision was rendered on two ap- 
plications. ~The recommends that 
an immediate appeal be taken. 

Justice Gavegan confined himself ex- 
clusively to the effect of the law on the 
gnaranteed rights and privileges of elec 
tors collectively and individually, regard- 
ing the questions to candidates and 
parties as premature,

In addition to making a large reduction 
in the weekly laundry bill, the home- 
washed garment will probably receive 
much more individual care than would 
be the case if it were treated with 
many others at the laundry. 

Soap jelly is a valuable help and is 
easily prepared, though it should not be 
made too long beforehand, as if kept 
more than a week it loses its strength. 
The quantities used are a quarter of a 
pound of soap to each quart of water. 
Take, then, as much soap as you think 
will be needed and shred it finely with 
a knife, putting it into a saucepan with 
the water to melt slowly till it is clear 
and without lumps. Then pour it off 
into a jar or basin and let it remain 
until required. When melting the soap 
do not boil it quickly and do not fill the

Factories Are Generally in 
Operation at Sitxy-Five 
Per Cent of Capacity—Ac- 
cumulation of Stock 


All of the rubber boot and shoe fac- 
tories of United States Rubber are now 
in operation with a single exception and 
that is a plant where engine repairs have 
taken longer than anticipated. The fac- 
tories are running at 65 per cent of ca- 
pacity, which will probably be about 
the basis that will hold until weather 
conditions drive in the orders. 

United States Rubber Company, in 
common with all footwear ‘manufac- 
turers, had fn unfavorable winter and 
spring to produce orders to keep plants 
in operation through the balance of 
1911. Not only was there a deficiency 
of wet weather, but the business sit- 
uation has been such as to cause job- 
bers and retailers to take the utmost 
advantage of conditions that did not 
force actual buying. 

Asa result, in order to keep its plants 
in operation the company has had to 
accumulate more than a normal amount 
of stock. This is all staple Jine goods 
and will unquestionably disappear rap- 
idly when the first rush of buying sets in. 

But whatever deficiency in net profits 
there is likely to be in the footwear 
department bids fair to be largely 
atoned for by the increase in dividends 
which United States Rubber will re- 
ceive from its subsidiary, the Rubber 
Goods Manufacturing Company. This 
company has declared so far this fiscal 
year dividends of 5 per cent on its ap- 
proximately $17,000,000 common. This 
compares with only 1 per cent in all of 
1910, The increase gives United States 
Rubber over $650,000 of additional rev- 
enue, and the total payment of over 
$800,000 is equivalent to better than 
2 per cent on its own first preferred 
stock.

The individual reserve standing of 
local national banks, members of the 
Boston clearing house, at present and a 
week ago, is presented in the table 
given below. In addition to the legal 
reserve carried here and in New York 
(one half may stand in the form of de- 
posits with the New York correspondent 
banks), we compute what may be called 
actual reserve at present, as indicated 
by the excess reserve in New York. The 
excess of deposits with New York reserve 
agents over the amount which may be 
counted as half of legal reserve is here 
counted part of reserve instead of simply 
an offset to deposit liabilities, as is done 
in figuring legal reserves. 

The excess or actual reserve over 2! 
per cent denotes the amount which might 
be deducted from the total reserves jin 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact.

SHOE FACTORIES F AIRLY GOOD 


Pessimistic Views of Trade Not in Accordance With 
Almost Normal Amount of Work Being Done — 
Leather Trade Still Lacks Uniformity 


It is a singular fact that notwith- 
standing the general activity in the shoe, 
factories, a feeling that the future may 
develop something which will work dis-| 
content if not disaster, is apparent. In- 
terviews withthe manufacturers of all | 
grades and varieties find this sentiment 
conspicuous, 

There is an unmistakable evidence of 
unrest and fear lest affairs may turn 
to the disadvantage of business in gen- 
eral, and this, too, is found among those 
who are fairly busy. ‘That this anxiety 
is underlying present mereantile activity 
and affects those who are well off in 
point of business volume, as well as 
those not so fortunate, is generally ap- 
parent and leads the optimist to feel 
that the troubles looked for are largely 
without cause, One manufacturer stated 
that his two factories were turning out 
10,0000 pairs per day_ and his clients 
Were Urging quicker Liveries Another, 
well known as a maker of heavy shoes, 
reported his factory as being rushed, and 
at that he eould not comply with the 
many requests for early shipments. Yet 
both -ef these merchants expressed dis- 
Therefore in view of this 
prevalent condition in the trade, reports 
obtained are often in the nature of a 
paradox, 

Information obtained shows an amount 
of shoes going through the factories of 
New England as being nearly normal. 

There were a few large buyers in the 
market last week and others are ex- 
pected. These merchants are feeling 
quite well satisfied and report the out- 
look more than ordinarily hopeful. To 
sum up the situation conservatively, the 
factories are busy and if the former cus- 
tom of contracting for a season’s require- 
ments had not been superseded by the | 
present method of ordering according to' 
Visible needs, the manufacturers would 
see things in a different light. 


Makers of men’s fine shoes are less in- | 
clined toward pessimistic prophecies than 
makers of other lines although their fac- 
tories are passing through what some call | 
the dull period. The past season was/} 
very good and a like one is expected, as.

This condition has | 
not prevailed for some time and the mann- , 
facturers express satisfaction. Prices are 
disturbing the sales department some- 
what, and statements of advances ob- 
tained are frequently heard. | 

The cheaper lines of kangaroo, glove 
grain and splits are in fair demand and 
the factories are rushed to mect the 
urgent calls for goods, which is largely 
attributable to the manufacturers pro- 
crastinating, partly on account of the 
firmness in the leather market, which 
many believed was temporary. 

Lynn and Haverhill manufacturers re- 
port individual activity but consider the 
business generally below expectations. 
As this coincided with statements of 
ey ry one interviewed the condition must 
more than fair. While the orders 
average small there have been a few 
from 5000 to 10,000 pairs come to hand, 
and the factories show a business of 
good proportions going through the 
works. The extra labor occasioned by 
the new styles and decorations has re- 
quired more time for producing shoes 
than formerly, and buyers unfamiliar 
with such details are complaining of slow 
deliveries. 

Misses’, children’s and infants’ shoe 
factories are producing a larger number 
of pairs proportionably than those mak- 
ing for adults. As a reason for this a 
prominent manufacturer stated that the 
younger consumers were very hard on 
footwear, the estimate being four pairs 
to one. Be this as it may the fact re- 
mains that factories producing the 
emaller run of sizes have been enjoying 
’ prolonged spell of good business. These 
shoes have been included in foreign bills 
of lading the past year, and this extra 
outlet has conspicuously added to their 
consumption, 

Xo change is noted in the warm goods 
market. Present orders are well cut 
up and duplicating is still backward.

MILLION DOLLAR 
BLAST FURNACE. 


The erection of a $1,000,000 blast fur- 
nace in Everett near the plant of the 
New England Gas & Coke Company 
(Massachusetts Gas Companies) has not 
been abandoned, although the plans have 
been pigeon-holed. 

The original site for the proposed fur- 
nace was partly in Everett and partly 
in Chelsea, and the delay of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature to change the boun- 
dary line and place all the site in the 
city of Everett was generally believed to 
have put an end to the proposition, but 
such, however, is not the case. The 
plans for the new furnace will probably 
be carried through, with a change, how- 
ever, in the site, which will result in a 
more satisfactory land title. 

The Massachusetts Gas Companies will 
not be committed to any new financing 
in the erection of the proposed furnace, 
as it will be built by an independent 
company, although parties prominent in 
Massachusetts Gas affairs will be identi- 
fied with the new company. 

The erection of a blast furnace in 
Everett is made possible under the Payne 
tariff bill, which reduced the duty on 
iron ore trom 40 to 15 cents per ton, 
permitting the operation of such a propo- 
sition in New England on a profitable 
basis. The proposed furnace will have 
the advantage of possessing its smelting 
requisites directly at hand from the New 
England Gas & Coke Company, Merri- 
mac Chemical Company, American Agri- 
cultural Chemical Company and Coch- 
rane Chemical Company.

SHIPMENTS OF 
IRON ORE SMALL 
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NEW YORK-—So far this year iron ore 
shipments from Lake Superior mines 
have been exceedingly small, Compared 
with the same period of 1910, shipments 
up to Sept. 1 have fallen off 9,220,961 
tons, or 31.09 per cent. 

Very small ore shipments have had an 
adverse effect on earnings of the Steel 
corporation. Generally, the corporation 
shows its greatest earnings in the second 
and third quarters, due to income from 
ore transportation. But 1911 will not 
come up to the average in this respect. 

July and August were better than the 
previous months in ore shipments. Dur- 
ing those two months approximately 10,- 
800,000 tons were brought down.

PHILADELPHIA—Norfolk & Weat- 
ern on June 30 closed its heaviest year 
of gross and its second in net. Re- 
ceipts have continued to advance since 
the close of the year, and August gross 
was the largest of any month in its 
history. Gross for the fiscal year was 
$35,507,000, compared with $35,064,000 in 
1910, an increase of $493,000. Net was 
$12,599,000, compared with $14,017,000. 
The decrease of $1,418,000 was due to 
higher wages and material costs. Op- 
erating ratio was 64.57 per cent, com- 
pared with 60.02 per cent in 1910, 

The 1911 operating ratio, although con- 
siderably below average for the country, 
is the highest Norfolk & Western has 
had since 1898 except in 1908. In 1902 
the ratio was as low ag 55.17. 

The history of Norfolk & Western 
since reorganization in 1896 has been 
one of steady progress. The only subse- 
quent year in which a decrease in gross 
was reported was 1908—a falling off of 
$2.200,000, relatively a good showing be- 
side many other roads. ; 

In 1892, the vear before the panic, and 
a time of relatively high prosperity, Nor- 
folk & Western operated 1300 miles. Its 
IN] mileage was 2000, an increase of 56 
per cent. Gross in 1892 was $9,953,000 
and in 191) 335.557.000, an increase of 
more than 300 per cent. Surplus in 1892 
after charges was $587,000 and a dividend 
of 21% per cent, amounting to $1,030,000, 
was paid, leaving a deticit of $443,000. Tn 
1911 the surplus after charges was $7.- 
440,000, an increase of nearly 1400 per 
cent over 1892, and not far from double 
the dividend requirements for the year. 

Although 85 per cent of its revenue 
comes from freight, it has a very low 
average rate per tone per mile. Since 
reorganization this has never quite 
equaled one half cent. The highest was 
in 1907 at 0.4950 cent per son per mile. 
The lowest was in 1899, at 0.3969 cent. 
For fiscal vear 1911 it was 0.4430 cent, 
and in 1910 was 0.4470 cent. 

A low rate is natural in view of the 
fact that 80 per cent of freight is prod- 
ucts of the mine (chiefly bituminous 
coal) and of the lowest grade, but the 
amount of profit that can be extracted 
from these low rates is rather interesting. 
Even if Norfolk & Western's entire 
freight traffic consisted of bituminous 
coal, its rate per ton per mile would not 
be high.

LISBON--It cannot be pretended that 
Portugal has vet passed out of her dit- 


ficulties, or that the repubhie has been! 


permanently accepted bv the people. The 
etfervescence of monarchial intrigues of 


course is a part of the process now go- 
ing on, but the inability of the republi- 
can sections themselves to hold together 
in the face of these can searcely be re- 
assuring to the lovers of the republic. 

It might have been imagined that the 
detention of the “mystery ships” in 
the English ports would have proved a 
serious Warning. The news which 
reached the Portuguese minister in Lon- 
don through the medium of an English 
paper might surely have had a greater 
effect than it to. That these 
ships Were part a serious attack 
upon the republic there is no longer any 
real donbt, and that this attack upon 
the shores was to be simultaneous with 
the crossing of the frontier by the land 
forces under Captain Conceiro there can 
be equally little question.

Republicans Split 

In these circumstances, the fact that 
the ministry just formed by Senor Joao 
Chagas should have already provoked an 
opposition Republican party. under the 
Jeadership of the ex-minister for justice, 
Senor Alfonso Costa, is a significant fact. 

The exchanve of views between the two 
ministers in the Chamber was a distinct- 
ly sharp one. For when Senhor Chagas 
explained the program of the forthcom- 
ing session to the Chamber and expressed 
a hope that it would receive the support 
of a united Republican party, he was 
met by Senhor Costa with the declaration 
that the Radicals would oppose the gov- 
ernment to the utmost, in the event of 
their deviating from the Democratic pro- 
gram Which the provisional government 
aad laid down during its term of office, 

When it is remembered that Senhor 
Chagas represents the choice of the new 
President, who was chosen in turn not 
oy the votes of the extremists, but by a 
eombination of those elements which 
hope to continue the work of the revolu- 
tion through a. conciliatory policy, it 
may be seen how deep the cleavage is 
already. It is in this fact, rather than 
in any strength of its own, that the 
monarchial party sees its opportunity, 
and that it will exert itself to make the 
utmost of that opportunity while the 
moment lasts, is certain. 

Meantime, the new government has 
been constituted as follows: Prime min- 
ister and minister. of the interior, Senhor 
Joao Chagas; finance, Senhor Duarte 
Leite; war, Gen. Pimenta Castro; 
marine, Senhor Joao Menezes; foreign 
affairs, Senhor Augusto Vasconcellos; 
public works, Senhor Sidonio Paes; 
colonies, Senhor Celestino Almeida. The 
portfolio of justice has not yet been 
allotted.

LUSITANIA TRIES 
TO CROSS THRICE 
IN FOR’ NIGHT 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—An attempt is now being 
made by the “Lusitania to beat all pre- 
vious records, including that of the 
Mauretania, made last Christmas, for 4 
12-day passage from Liverpool to New 
York and back. 

Owing to the recent strike, the Lusi- 
tania Was prevented from leaving Liver- 
pool on the 9th of August, and 
did not sail until nine days later, the 
28th of August. In order to make 
up the time then lost, and resume 
her normal dates of sailing, it is neces- 
sary that she should cross the Atlantic 
three times within a fortnight, and it 
is this record she is endeavoring to make. 

Sailing on the 28th of August, 
the Lusitania Janded her passengers 
at New York at 10 = o’clock’ on 
the morning of the 2d of September. 
This outward trip occupied 4 davs 18 
hours 37 minutes, thus beating the 
Mauretania’s outward passage, which 
occupied 4 days 20 hours 7 minutes. The 
Mauretania remained in New York har- 
bor ‘for 37 hours, but this period the 
Lusitania has reduced by five hours. 

She is now on her homeward passage, 
and preparations of an elaborate descrip- 
tion have been completed in Liverpool 
for disembarking her passengers, land- 
ing her cargo, reloading her, and embark- 
ing the passengers who will return by 
her to America. At 6 o’clock on Sun- 
day evening, the Lusitania sailed for 
Liverpool, where she should disembark 
her passengers on Friday evening, and 
be ready to sail again before Sunday 
morning. 

Her attempt to make this remarkable 
record is being watched everywhere with 
considerable interest.

“The rights of Spain to Ifni have 
been acknowledged for the last 50 vears 
by a elause in the Hispano-Moroccan 
treaty, which was not carried out 
ing to the dilatory ‘methods employed 
by the maghzen. For three vears now 
different Madrid cabinets have been 
striving to secure the execution of the 
said clause- They informed the magh- 
zen that Spain did not accept the con- 
tinuance of such a state of things. 

“Negotiations were then carried on in 
Rabat, Fez and Madrid, and the maghzen 
undertook to perform what had been 
agreed upon by the treaty of 1860 before 
May 1, 1911. The maghzen did not keep 
its promise. Spain might then have car- 
ried out the non-fulfilled clauses by her 
own means, but she was desirous of first 
exhausting all means of conciliation, and 
she arranged with the maghzen for a final 
respite for the designation of its dele- 
gate. 

“One cannot, then, accuse the Madrid

Tur bulletin.on imports of cotton into the 
United States, just issued by the bureau of 
statistics of the department of commerce and 
labor, has educational interest in that it 
teaches again how certain, if sometimes 
silent, is the operation of the economic law 
of supply and demand. On the face of 
things, the bringing of foreign-grown cot- 
ton into the United States, save, as in the 
case of the Egyptian product, when a pecu- 
liar staple issrequired, seems wholly unnecessary if not absurd, since 
this countrytraises practically two thirds of all the cotton produced 
on the globe. 
foreign cotton market. If the Orient could only be led into the 
vreater use of cotton, the demand for the staple, it was held, would 
be tremendously increased, with the price. Opinion has prevailed 
that the United States would be able to meet all calls for cotton. 
But it is shown now that the heaviest producer and exporter of cotton 
11 the world is itself an importer of that article. © During the last 
fiscal year it <lrew upon every cotton-growing country on earth and 
to an amount exceeding 113,000,000 pounds. 

The cause of the annual increase in cotton importations into 
the United States is made plain. The advance has been steady since 
1900, when imported cotton reached in volume 67,000,000 pounds; 
the increase has gone on, side by side with the advancing price of the 
domestic product. During recent vears the price of cotton in 
American markets has let 1n more and more of the foreign-grown 
article at a price to insure profit. In years when American was 
cheap, foreign-grown cotton staved out. Prior to the civil war, as 
the bulletin shows, the importations of foreign cotton never exceeded 
1,000,000 pounds. Owing to the stoppage of production over wide 
areas and the blockade of southern ports, importations of cotton 
during the war ran up as high as 36,000,000 pounds, but they had 
dropped back to 1,000,000 in 1867. They amounted to Jess than 
2,000,000 pounds in 1870 and to less than 4,000,000 in 1880. 

The high prices prevailing in the United States have led to the 
development of cotton growing in all parts of the world where the 
culture of the staple is possible. The English, German and French 
governments have been cooperating along this line with industrial 
associations in their -\frican colonies. Subventions and subsidies 
have been granted to the growers. I¢xperiment stations have been 
established. Great progress has been made in some quarters, but 
there has been disappointment in others. The figures showing the 
number of 500-pound bales for distmbution in 1908 and 1909 give 
the United States over 13.000,000 out of a total number of 19,613.,- 
000. The countries that contributed most to the remainder were 
British India, Egypt, Russia, China, Brazil, Peru, Mexico, Turkey 
and Persia. Mamnifestly, the demand for cotton has greatly 
increased; clearly, the supply is not at present keeping pace with 
demand. But growers and manufacturers are far apart in their 
theories and explanations of the rise as well as in their views as to 
the desirability of a larger output.

But in general the advance has been along 
lines of safety, and there 1s a marked disposition among municipal 
reformers to lengthen the period of experiment and to reject untested 
methods and systems.

With the memory of the great discussions that preceded separa- 
tion of the colonies from Great Britain, that followed creation of the 
republic and adoption of the constitution, and that later went on over 
the issue of slavery and assertion of state rights by the South, it 
requires some assurance to say that “there never was a time in 
America when large questions were more generally debated than 
now.” Yet such was an interesting dictum dropped by Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey in a recent speech. Tie knows 
American history and political development as few men in the country 
do. His own gifts as an expositor of issues of state are striking. 

May it not be interesting and possibly rewarding to consider 
soine of the arguments that might be used to back up such a state- 
ment? The central, strategic word in-this dictum undoubtedly is 
the word “generally.” It is not a question as to whether either 
Massachusetts or Virginia now has the same number of men com- 
petent to go into such conventions as were held in Independence hall 
and come forth with reputations equal to those of Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson and Madison. Candid citizens of both these ancient 
commonwealths would have to admit that neither of them today is 
leading the nation’s debate of profound political issues. Nor is the 
dispute to be settled by pointing to the great debate of Douglas and 
Lincoln and the effect it had upon national history, with a challenge 
to show anything like it now. 

The nub of the issue is in the word “generally.” There may 
have been greater personalities in the past, and political discussions 
of past days were unquestionably set on stage with more scenic acces- 
sories, such as those provided by wars for national birth and exist- 
ence. But there never was a contest like the present one in the variety 
of the forms under which it is carried on and in the number of per- 
sons taking part in it. American democracy today is the theme of 
discussion in countless forms of literature, social organization and 
human intercourse that were unknown when the republic was founded 
or when the civil war closed. School and home, novel and drama, 
trades-union and social club, a thousand and one devices for stimula- 
tion of thought and expression of opinion, formal and informal, 
exist to further debate of contemporary issues. New groups of 
trained investigators and thinkers now challenge the former domina- 
tion of clergy and lawyers in shaping public opinion. Universities 
and colleges deliberately foster continuous discussion of public ques- 
tions. Federal ane state executives tour about and champion personal 
or partizan policies as never before, provoking equally unprecedented 
retorts. Government is certainly a dominant interest, high and low.

A CONTEMPORARY in a neighboring city 
seeins to be exercised over the news from 
Troy to the effect that there is to be a return |, 
of the detachable shirt-cuff, but that its /| 
reappearance will not be altogether frank | 
and open or free from all attempt to deceive, 
since the first step in the revival movement 
will be a detachable cuff that will look like 
the kind worn by those who do not have to 
care about the size of their laundry bills. = 
There is danger, it is held, that if people who cannot really afford 
permanent cuffs will permit themselves to contract the habit of 
wearing cuffs that look, but are not, permanent, they may fall into 
other habits, such, for instance, as wearing “dickies” or rubber 
collars. 

There is nothing to justity such a belief. Possibly 9 per cent 
of all the wearers of detachable cutfs have been in utter 1gnorance 
of the fact that they have been out of style. There are fewer 
detachable cuffs worn in summer than in winter, of course: but with 
the return of fall the average man again wears the wristband shirt 
and pokes into his bureau drawer for the reversible or unreversible 
cuff. When he has also found his cuff buttons and is ready tor the 
street or the store or the office, the average man 1s not conscious that 
his cuffs are detachable or undetachable, his only care being that 
they will stay up and look almost as well in the afternoon as in the

It is said that 10 per cent of all cuff wearers tell their wives 
when they want something new in the cuff line, that 20 per cent take 
notice when their cuffs begin to fray at the buttonholes, but that the 
remaining 70 per cent put on and take off their cufts mechanically 
and never give a second thought to them unless the cuff button slips 
through their fingers and rolls under the bureau. 

Nevertheless, it is not going too far to sav that the news from 
Troy will prove interesting to tens of thousands of those whom we 
may speak of as detachable-cutf wearers. Troy is one of the recog- 
nized centers of the cuff industry and it ought to know what is going 
in cuff styles. Yet it is only fair to presume that the feature of the 
news about detachable cuffs that will enlist the greatest. interest 
among the plain men of the nation is not that the detachable cuft 
is again coming in but that it has ever been out. 


WHILé the sponge industry has long been 
profitable to Cuba, and the waters in the 
vicinity of Batabano, between the mainland 
and the Isle of Pines, have been furnishing 
employment to 25 per cent of Batabano’s 
male population, recent experiments in 
which the United States government has 
taken the lead promise to make sponge- 
fishing even more of a paying proposition. 
The task of bringing the sponge from its 
tiative lair on the bottom of the ocean has always been considered a 
delicate one because the root is the most vulnerable part of the 
sponge, and at this point it first begins to tear. In order to obviate 
that tearing, attempts have been made to grow sponges without roots, 
and it is due to Dr. H. F. Moore of the United States bureau of 
fisheries that the production of the rootless sponge is now established. 

It may be accepted offhand that the experiments of the govern- 
ment officials took principal account of domestic sponge-fishing. In 
Florida waters efforts are now being made to test the system on all 
the varieties which exist within American jurisdiction. But Cuba 
will no doubt be quick to take advantage of the new method, and 
where the Batabano market has long been famous for its sponge 
displays, the rootless varieties are expected to be put on sale in large 
quantities as soon as they mature. 

_ Practically all sponges have heretofore been taken by hooks. 
But on the north and east coast of Yucatan, Mexico, large sponge 
beds have recently been discovered which promise to yield great 
quantities of what are called the “silk” and ‘“‘sheep’s wool” varieties. 
Here a New Orleans syndicate has made ready to go to work and 
they expect to employ Greek divers with the most modern apparatus. 
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AN OMEN of a better era in road building 9 
and state comity is seen in the conference 
at Springfield, Mass., and in the tour of New 
England by the highway commissioners ot 
New York and the six states whose roads are and 
to be under scrutiny.

Once solely a matter of local initiative this problem, in several of the 
states, has come to have such importance to the commonwealth as a 
whole that it now is being dealt with by the state, as well as by 
localities, with beneficial results to all persons using the highways 
either for pleasure or for business. Now adjacent states are 
cooperating to make their road systems as uniform as possible and 
to provide trunk lines that will serve sectional as well as state ends. 

It is this step in advance that the present tour of New England 
and New York commissioners and experts is planned to accelerate. 
How soon we may expect the step beyond this, namely of federal 
routes, designed for national purposes, is not evident now, though 
it is a matter of fact that such schemes multiply and find advocates 
willing to introduce bills for them at Washington. The more action 
there is by states acting in comity and for sectional ends the less 
legitimate demands there will be for any experimenting by the 
national government. 

New England,.for instance, after these plans for interstate 
action are perfected, will be so cared for that any talk of further 
action by the Washington authorities with reference to this section 
would be wasted. The demand for federal highways will come 
from regions less populous and homogeneous than New England, 
where unity of action is more difficult. The New England and New 
York method of joint state action seems the best way, simplest to 
organize and to carry out, most in harmony with national traditions, 
and with fewest hazards.
